The Weyerhaeuser AuSable 
River Canoe Marathon is the 
major event for paddlers from 
across the country and for the 
Grayling community, but police 
say it’s no place for minors to be 
drinking.

Circuit Court Judge Dennis F. 
Murphy handed down a stiff sen- 
tence for a 60-year-old Arkansas 
man who was arrested for mak- 
ing methamphetamine in a 
camping trailer in Beaver Creek 
Township, 

Murphy, on Monday, July 17, 
sentenced Roger Dale Anderson 
to serve 10 to 20 years in prison 
for a charge of controlled sub- 
stance deliver-manufacture 
methamphetamine. Murphy, set- 
ting a precedent since this was 
the first methamphetamine lab 
seized by police in Crawford 
County, exceeded recommended

sentencing guidelines from pro- 
bation and parole officers, who 
has asked for a six to 10 year 
prison term. 

Anderson was arrested by 
investigators from the Strike 
Team Investigative Narcotics 
Group (STING) on Jan. 10, 2005 
in a house trailer located on 
Gaberdeil Trail in Beaver Creek 
Township. 

Employees at a drug store in 
West Branch tipped police off 
that people were buying large 
amounts of ingredients used to 
make methamphetamine, a pow- 
erful and highly addictive drug. 

Over-the-counter cold and 
allergy medications and diet 
aides containing ephedrine or 
pseudoephedrine are used to 
make methamphetamine, along 
with a mix of common house- 
hold items such as nail polish 
remover, lantern fuel matches 
and toxic chemicals including 
sodium hydroxide, muriatic acid, 
anhydrous ammonia and sulfuric 
acid, 

Police were able to locate the 
methamphetamine lab in a trailer 
after witnessing surveillance 
videos and receiving tips. 

Anderson was staying in the 
trailer, which is owned by 
Christopher Thompson, in 
exchange for helping Thompson 
work on his house trailer. 

Anderson, at his sentencing 
hearing, said he was stranded in 
Northern Michigan. Authorities, 
however, learned that he had fled 
Arkansas after he was sentenced 


to serve five years in prison on 
Dec. 15, 2003 for possession of 
drug paraphernalia with the 
intent to manufacture metham- 
phetamine. 

Prior to Anderson’s sentenc- 
ing, Thompson acknowledged 
that he purchased items used to 
make methamphetamine for 
Anderson while he was shopping 
for Christmas gifts in West 


Branch and Grayling. 
Thompson, however, denied 
making methamphetamine, 


knowing how to make the drug 
or using the drug due to a heart 
condition. 

Thompson, who was charged 
with 10 felonies in connection 
with the meth lab, has entered 
into a plea agreement with 
Crawford County Prosecutor 
John Huss for his testimony 
against Anderson. 

Anderson contended that 
Thompson was not being truth- 
ful during the court hearing, say- 
ing that Thompson and his fami- 
ty members used methampheta- 
mine. 

“It didn’t matter how much 
was made — there was never 
enough of it,’ Anderson said. 

Murphy said he was convinced 
that Thompson was telling the 
truth during the court hearing. 
He added that Anderson’s prior 
conviction in Arkansas involving 
methamphetamine, as well as the 
fact the he hid in an attic when 
police came to arrest him and 
gave police a false name, con- 
vinced him that he was the

“brains” behind the operation. 

Murphy called methampheta- 
mine “the most dangerous, 
hideous drug” that law enforce- 
ment officials are dealing with. 

“We can’t have this kind of 
activity, period,” Murphy said. 
“You brought this on yourself, 
sir.” 

The lab Anderson is accused 
of operating was seized by a 
Michigan State Police 
Emergency Response Team. 
Huss noted that he recently 
heard of law enforcement offi- 
cers who have developed a par- 
ticular strain of cancer because 
they handled methamphetamine 
labs wearing plain cloths before 
they knew they had to wear spe- 
cial protective gear, gloves and 
masks to avoid being exposed to 
the toxic by-products from 
methenamine labs. 

“They have received a death 
sentence just because they were 
enforcing the Jaw,” Huss said. 

Huss was pleased with the 
sentence given to Anderson, He 
added that people who cooperate 
with authorities regarding 
methamphetamine operations 
would be given plea bargain 
deals, but people who have the 
hands on activity as the cookers 
in the labs would receive no 
leniency. 

“People that are cooking meth 
in Crawford County - I suggest 
they get the message,” Huss said. 
“This is dangerous stuff and 
that’s a Jong time to sit in 
prison.”

PENNY GOING? — The good 
old reliable one-cent copper 
penny may become obsolete 
soon.

An estimated 150 billion pen- 
nies now are out there some- 
where, cither floating around or 
socked away in piggy banks. It 
costs about [.4 cents to produce a 
penny, and the US mint in 
Philadeiphia, which produces 
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100 million pennies each week, 
will lose about $13 million on the 
deal this year. 

Polls indicate Americans aren’t 
ready to give up the penny yet, 
and fear it will cost them more 
money because prices will round 
up to the nearest nickel. They 
probably would. 

So maybe it’s time to take that 
old advice to save our pennies. If 
they go out of production, the 
value of a penny likely will go 
-up, and a penny saved may 
become much more than a penny 
earned.

USELESS STATISTICS — One 
place the U.S. is whipping China 
is in production of lawyers. 
Parade magazine reports China 
has one lawyer for every 12,745 
persons, while America has one 
for every 274 persons.

‘As temperatures reach ‘record: 


highs, the Michigan Office of 
Services to the Aging urges peo- 
ple to look out for their elderly 
family, friends, and neighbors. 

Older adults are at a higher 
risk of experiencing heat-related 
illness. Existing health condi- 
tions such as heart disease, high 
blood pressure, diabetes, and 
obesity can heighten their vul- 
nerability. Certain prescription 
and over-the-counter medica- 
tions can also place a person at 
increased risk. 

High temperatures can place 
abnormal stress on a_ person's 
body. When body temperatures 
rise even just a few degrees, indi- 
viduals may experience muscle 
cramps, dizziness, confusion, 
and lethargy. This can result in 
dehydration, heat cramps, heat 
exhaustion, and the most severe - 
heat stroke. Heat stroke can be 
life threatening and immediate 
emergency medical attention is 
vital. 

Seniors who live alone and in 
older homes without air-condi- 
tioning are among those most at 
risk. Check on your elderly 
neighbors and family members

Can Sin Exalt 
God? 


Paul had reminded the Jews that 
their faith in Father Abraham, the 
Law of Moses, and their circumci- 
ston did not save them. Their 
problem was unbelief in God's 
Word. Now Paul answers two 
more of their questions to prove 
their guilt before a Hloly God. We 
all stand guilty before a holy 
God. 

“But if our unrighteousness 
commend the righteousness of 
God, what shall we say? Is God 
unrighteous who taketh 
vengeance? (f speak as a mai)”. 
{Romans 3:5) They were reason- 


— ing that their unrighteousness or 
~ sin stood in such stark contrast to 


a Holy God theretore their sin 
made God’s holiness look even 
better, so how could God judge 
their sin when it exalted Him? 
They failed to see the nature of 
their unrighteousness, sin. evil, or 
wickedness cannot commend 
God’s righteousness, because it 
represents everything contrary or 
opposite to God's person, word, 
and work. That is the very reason 
unrighteousness stands — con- 
demned under God’s wrath in 
Romans 1:18: “(8For the wrath 
of God is revealed from heaven 
ungodliness and 


unrighteousness of men, who hold 
the truth in unrighteousness;”

If a sovereign, Holly, 
righteous God can be questioned 
about his judgment of His own 
chosen people, how can he be the 
eternal judge of the universe? 
Now Paul answers their second 
question in Romans 3:7-8: “For 
if the truth of God hath more 
abounded through my lie unto his 
glory; why yet am I also judged as 
a sinner? And not rather, (as we be 
slanderously reported, and as 
some affirm that we say,) Let us 
do evil, that good may come? 
whose damnation is just.’ Such

Lease agreement for shelter signed

"The Crawford County Road 
Commission “Board in January 
extended the lease for the current 
animal shelter through 2007, but 
have future plans for the use of 
the property. 

The lease requires the Animal 
Shelter of Crawford County 
Board to hand over a year’s 
worth of bond payments, esti- 
mated to be $17,000, to the 
county. The funds will be invest- 
ed and interest earned will be 
used to make the final bond pay- 
ments. 

The lease also allows the shel- 
ter to board pets from clients of 
domestic violence shelters, peo- 
ple who have lost their home to a 
fire or other natural disaster, 


people who are hospitalized, 
receiving rehabilitative treat- 
ment or are incapacitated, 
including death and people who 
are incarcerated. The shelter will 
keep an animal of a person who 
has been incarcerated or dies up 
to a week, then requires a family 
member to take the animal or 
transfer ownership of the animal 
to the shelter. Boarding will be 
done in other circumstances ona 
sase-by-case basis. 

The county will advertise for 
bids for construction of the new 
3,700 square feet shelter, which 
will be located in the northwest 
corner near Old 27 and M-93, in 
the coming weeks. 

“Tt’s has been a long wait and 
a lot of work, but we’re about 


ready to break ground on a won- 
derful, new shelter facility,” said 
Chery] Ruley, secretary/treasurer 


for the Animal Shelter of 


Crawford County Board. 
“Hopefully, it will serve the 
community for many, many 
years to come.” 

The community is also 
encouraged to help fund the 
“Give Me Shelter” challenge 
grant, which was prompted by 
an anonymous donor who has 
pledged $10,000 to shelter if 
$10,000 can raised by shelter 
volunteers by the end of the year. 

“The more they give to it, the 


"smaller that mortgage payment 


is going to be and we can con- 
centrate our donations on run- 
ning the shelter,” Ruley said.

Mural contest attracts variety of local talent

The AuSable River might just 
be Grayling’s most recognizable 
characteristic. Last Saturday, 
four artists each offered up their 
own interpretation of — the 
AuSable as a part of the 
Crawford County Historical 
Museum's mural contest. 

At stake was a bag stuffed with 
literally thousands of dollars 
worth of gift certificates 
redeemable at local businesses, 
The winner gets the foot, plus his 
or her eight foot wide mural 
becomes a permanent part of the 
museum's 


_ display. 


Probably, because the contest 
was announced only a short time 
ago,there were only four entries. 
That doesn’t mean competition 
wasn’t stiff- however, with cach 
different piece offering some- 
thing different. 


Take artist Jan Hunt’s piece, — 


for example. She submitted an 
intricate stained glass mural 
depicting the historical women’s 
record which was set in the 199] 
canoe marathon. 

“That’s my focus...the canoe 
race and these women In particu- 
lar,” said Hunt. 

Hunt sees stained glass as an 
important art form which some- 
times goes unrecognized, 

“It's something that should be 
kept alive and going,” said Hunt. 

Also appearing in the competi- 
tion were two paintings. Artist 
Mary McDonell submitted an 
eye catching mural depicting the 
people enjoying the river. The 
imagery of people fishing, 
canoeing and relaxing by the 
bank is certainly an accurate 
depiction of Grayling life. 

Meanwhile, fellow painter 
Kate DeVrics took a different 
approach. 

“] didn’t want to generalize the 
river into one specific usage,” 
said the artist, who offered up a 
serene image of the river in a 
scene untouched by human Itfe. 
In their later discussions, the 
event judges would assert that 
this painting truly depicts the 
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new AuSable River

power of nature, 

The final entry was a photo- 
graph by area resident Rob 
Bonkoski, which captured the 
river near the city park. 
Bonkoski, who took four semes- 
ters of photography at Kirtland, 
was oul to prove that photogra- 
phy can be just as potent as other 
art forms. 

“Nature photography really 
isn’t well represented up here,” 
said Bonkoski, 

Bonkoski had to hope that the 
contest’s panel of discerning 
judges felt the same way. 
Saturday’s contest judges includ- 
ed Scott Rice, who has been the 
art director at Kirtland since 
1996. Rice said he would make 
his decision based on a variety of 
criteria. 

“| like to look for something 
that I haven't seen before.” said 
Rice. 

He added that he was also 
looking for technique, basic skill 
level and how well the piece 
actually stands out. 

Joining Rice was real life 
judge Janet Allen, who said she 
would vote for the mural that 
best depicts the river itself, 

The final member of the judg- 
ing panel was focal attorney 
Monty Burmeister, who may 
have been enjoying the opportu- 
nity to test his judging skitls

ing,” said DeVries.

Gutierrez said that similar 
grants are often awarded to serv- 
ice delivery areas with a heavier 
population, and rural areas are 


sometimes overlooked. 

Gutierrez said he learned about 
the grant during the ice storms 
last winter, When some people in 
the area were without power for 
three or four days. Local Red 
Cross volunteers had to’ put up 
two shelters, but did not have 
cnough equipment for them. 

At the time of the storms, 
Gutierrez was in Cincinnati, 
Ohio, for a meeting at the Red 
Cross’ national headquarters. 
After receiving several calls from 
volunteers working with ice 
storm victims, he ran into one of 
the people working with Red 
Cross disaster preparation for 
Michigan. After Gutierrez men- 
tioned the shortage of supplies 
for his service delivery area, that 
person told Gutierrez about the 
grant. 

“Basically, [ was in the right 
place at the right time,” Gutierrez, 
said. 

Before getting the trailers, 
Gutierrez, said his Red Cross 
service delivery area would have 
to borrow equipment from serv- 
ice delivery areas based in Flint 
or Kalamazoo, which meant a 
three or four-hour trip to get the 
equipment before a shelter could 
be set up. 

Now that the local Red Cross 
has the trailers, it will take less 
time for volunteers to get a shel- 
ter up and running.

Camp Grayling Training Area 


announces modernization projects 


It has long been an Army con- 
cept to “Train as you fight”. In 
light of current Army operations 
requiring establishment of 
Forward Operating Bases 
(FOBs}, Camp Grayling has 
started the modernization of two 
training areas, one in north camp 
and the other in south camp into 
Forward Operating Bases. 

Both FOBs are based on the 
actual FOB layouts being used 


in current theaters of operation 


including Iraq, Afghanistan, 
Bosnia and Kosovo. The north 
camp FOB ts transitioning the 
Jones Lake Base Camp into a 
FOB configuration, with mini- 
mal changes. Most of the 
required assets were already in 
place and just required a recon- 
figuration of assets. North camp 


FOB wilt be utilized by up to 
two companies, or about 200 
soldiers. 

The south camp FOB next to 
Howe Road near Engineer 
Valley has required stump 
removal and some excavating. 
South camp FOB is one mile 
long and (1/2) mile wide and is 
designed for use by 1,500 sal- 
diers, 

Both FOBs will be first used 
by the Michigan Army National 
Guard starting July 29 through 
Aug. 10. 

Engineers in Iraq provided the 
initial layout plans for develop- 
ment and modernization of these 
FOBs and soldiers returning 
from tours in Iraq have verified 
that the FOBs do meet the crite- 
ria developed by the Army. 


Training tn these FOB areas 
will provide units a “real world” 
experience and it is the intent of 
these training areas to better pre- 
pare soldiers to train as they may 
fight and increase their opportu- 
nities for success on the battle- 
tield and their safe return. The 
experience of entering one of 
these FOBs with the same layout 
as a FOB in the Army theater of 
operation is a valuable training 
opportunity. 

With this Army training con- 
cept, the Camp Grayling Post 
Commander, Colonel Dean W. 


Brown feels the development of _ 


these training areas could impact 
future training, and potentially 
attract more military users of the 
installation and increase eco- 
nomic impact in the community.

As used in this Ordinance a “dangerous structure” means a building or structure that has one (1) 
or more of the following defects or is in one (1) or more of the following conditions: 


(a). A portion of the building or structure is damaged by fire, wind, flood, or other cause so 
that the structural strength or stability of the building or structure is appreciably less than 
it was before the catastrophe and does not meet the minimum requirements of the 
building code enforced within the Township for a new building or structure. 


(b). Apart of the building or structure is likely to fall, become detached or dislodged, or 
“--  gollapse and injure persons or damage property.

of the building or structure written notice of the dangerous condition and thirty (30) days to 
demolish and remove the dangerous structure from the. property or to repair the dangerous 


structure to make it safe. The notice may be personally delivered to the owner or mailed to the 
owner by first class mail at the address shown on the assessor's rolls. 


Section 4. ‘Inspection. 

Township representatives shall have the right to inspect buildings or structures to determine 
violations of or compliance with this Ordinance. Township representatives may exercise this 
right to inspection by consent of the perspn having the right to possession of the building or 
structure or any part thereof, or by administrative search warrant. 

Section 5. Penaity. 

Any person who shall violate any provision of this Ordinance shall be guilty of a municipal civil 
infraction as defined in Public Act 12 of 1994, amending Public Act 236 of 1961, being Sections 
600.101-600.9939 of Michigan Compiled Laws, and shall be subject to a fine of-not more than 
Five Hundred and 00/100 ($500.00) Dollars. Each day this Ordinance is violated shail be 
considered as a separate violation. 

Section6. Enforcement.

In addition to enforcing this Ordinance through the use of a municipal civil infraction proceeding, 
the Township may initiate proceedings in the Circuit Court to abate or eliminate the nuisance 
per se or any other violation of this Ordinance. 

Section 9. Abatement by Township. 

ifa Court of competent jurisdiction finds the owner or occupant of a building or structure in 
violation of this Ordinance, the Court, in addition to ordering the owner or occupant to demolish 
the dangerous structure and remove it from the property or to repair the dangerous structure to 
make it safe, may authorize the Township to demolish the dangerous structure and remove it 
from the property or to repair the dangerous structure to make it safe. The Court, however, 
shall not authorize the Township to demolish the dangerous structure if the cost of repairing the 
building or structure to a safe condition is less than the state equalized value for the building or 
structure.

not have priority over previously filed or recorded liens and encumbrances. The lien for 
the costs shall be collected and treated in the same manner as provided for property tax 
liens under the state General Property Tax Act.

This Ordinance shall become effective thirty (30) days after being published in a newspaper of 
general circulation within the township.
